They argue that rem oval from the most 
powerful office in the world is m ore severe a punishment 
than any court in the land could prefer. 
I subm it to you that Mr. Nixon has suffered more 


greatly from the realization that he no longer had the 
backing of the Congress of the United States. I subm it that 
he suffered, knowing the people of Am erica no longer had 
faith in their president. And I subm it that it was with great 
personal agony he chose to leave the most revered office 
in the land, an office which is the boyhood fantasy of 
practically every youngster in Am erica, and respected by 
every nation in the world. 
Yes, he has adm itted his guilt. But he has paid for it. 
He is politically powerless. And he has lost in the eyes of 
the people he has, for years, tirelessly served. To use an 
old phrase, you don’t kick a m an when he’s down.

It’s a highly maneuverable 
ski which enables the skier to 
make spectacular turns, throw 
ing walls of sparkling water 
high into the air as the body 
drops to a near parallel position 
only a few inches from the 
water. 
Most beginners on the slalom 
get acquainted with the sport 
by “dropping one” as the boat 
is under way. Later, however, 
getting up on the single ski is 
preferable and quite easy after 
one or two successful starts 
When learning, you’ll need a 
pair of skis with one built as a 
slalom with a deeper center 
plate or keel Place the normal 
ski on the strongest leg as this 
is the one you will drop. It’s a 
matter of personal preference, 
but normally the stronger leg 
should be placed in the slalom's 
rear binding for better control 
Choose a day when water is 
smooth and calm with as few 
other boats around as possible 
Once you’re up and skiing on 
the two skis, swing wide out of 
the boat wake and begin the 
drop. You’ll need to place more 
weight on the slalom leg as you 
drop the normal ski Tenderly 
shake out of the normal ski and 
carefully search for the rear 
binding of the slalom 
Onee you've placed the rear 
leg m the slalom binding, 
experiment m putting varying

degrees of pressure on the rear 
of the ski. Tight turns require 
more downward pressure to 
keep the center plate in the 
water If you place too much 
pressure on the forward leg, 
the center plate may come out 
of the water on a turn, 
resulting in skidding and a 
spectacular wipe out. 


Once you've become familiar 
enough with dropping a ski and 
staying up on the slalom, it’s 
time to try getting up on the 
slalom. 
To do this a boat with good 
power and physical strength is 
required. 
Position the leading foot in 
the ski and tuck the ¡body 
forward. Leave the free leg 
trailing to the rear as it will act 
as the missing ski and aid exit 
from the water. 
The most critical point is just 
before the ski begins to plane 
Concentrate on balance and the 


rear leg will take care of itself 
Once you are up and the ski is 
planing, simply position the 
free leg and you’re a slalom 
skier. 
The slalom allows extremely 
tight turns, but when trying one 
of these tight turns, be sure to 
put more downward pressure on 
the rear leg to dig the center 
plate deeper into the water for 
better control. 
A spill on a slalom during a 
tight 
turn is a thing to 
experience—but not very often. 
The slalom skier becomes 
expert from fear of these skin 
tingling crashes. 
Experience is the best tea 
cher, hut you’ve got to stick 
with it. It may take all day to 
get up on a slalom the first 
time, but once you’ve done it, 
you'll find that skiing has taxeri 
on a whole new dimension and 
the use of two skis becomes 
simply 
an 
exercise 
while 
awaiting one more shot at the 
slalom.
